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Continuation of 5. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicant's arguments are again not persuasive. 
Though the details of Figure 10 are not specifically enumerated in the specification, the Drawings are a part of a patent disclosure and 
can themselves be enabling. Applicant attempts to draw an equivalent circuit based on Figure 10 of Jun et al. However, this can only be 
considered as one interpretation of the equivalent circuit. The equivalent circuit proferred by Applicant extends above the substrate (10) 
level to include the unnumbered gate level. Contrarily, Jun's Figure 10 equivalent circuit only appears to represent the relationship of the 
regions within the lower substrate. Therefore, the two equivalent circuits do not appear to correlate. Finally, in the phone conversation of 
November 26, 2003, Applicant noted that the stacked diode configuration of Jun et al. shown in Figure 10 could simply be a way of 
representing a large area diode. Examiner agreed but noted that the stacked diode configuration of the instant application could also be 
a representation of the same.
